DECREES 
PUBLISHED. 


Kind of Autonomy Granted to Cuba and 
Porto Bleo. 
M adrid, N ov. 27.—Tho Official G a­ 
zette publishes this m oruiug the royal 
decrees granting autonom y to Cuba aud 
Porto Rico, thus rem oving the anxiety 
th a t had begun to be expressed on all 
sides as the result of the gover a m e n t’ 
reticence and unexplained delay. 
Article I. Explains the principles of the 
future governments of the two Islands. 
Art. t. Decrees that the government of 
coch island shall be composed of an insu­ 
lar parliament, divided Into two eham- 
liers, while a governor general, represent­ 
ing the home government, shall exercise 
in its name the supreme authority. 
Art. 3. Declares that the faculty of mak­ 
ing laws of colonial nffai*^ rests with tho 
insular chambers and t Ij governor gen 
oral. 
Art. 4. Directs that the insular repre­ 
sentation shall be composed of I wo cor­ 
porations with equal power*—a chamber 
of representatives am la council of admin­ 
istration. 
Art. 5. Provides that the council of ad­ 
ministration shall consist of 36 members, 
of whom 18 shall bo elected and 17 nomi­ 
nated by the home government. 
Art. ti. Provides that the members of 
the council of administration must bo 
Spaniards, 35 years of age, who were I sir ii 
in the island or who have resided there 
continuously for four years. 
It spoonies 
numerous officials, such as senators, presi­ 
dents of oourts and of chambers of com­ 
merce and other bodies as eligilds to elec­ 
tion to the council. 
Art. 7 to 14. Inclusive deal with D om in a­ 
tions and the condition of election to 
councils. 
Art. 15. Empowers the throne or the 
governor general to convoke, suspend or 
dissolve the chambers with un obligation 
to reassemble thorn within three mouths.

P orto H ico. 
M adrid, N ov. 27.—Tho Official G a­ 
zette publishes this m orning the royal 
decrees granting autonom y to Cuba aud 
Porto Rico, thus rem oving the anxiety 
that had begun to be expressed on all 
sides as the result of the gover nment’s 
reticence and unexplained delay. 
A rticle I. Explains the principles of the 
future governments of the two islands. 
Art. 2. Decrees that the governm ent of 
each Island shall be composed of an insu­ 
lar parliament, divided into two cham- 
l>ers, while a governor general, represent­ 
ing the home governm ent, shall exercise 
in it s name the supreme authority. 
Art. 3. Declares that the faculty of mak 
ing laws of colonial nffniit rt*ste w ith the 
insular cha rn liers and tie governor gen 
oral. 
Art. 4. Directs that the insular repre­ 
sentation shall be composed of two cor­ 
porations w ith equal powers—a chamber 
of representative* and a council of adm in­ 
istration. 
Art. 5. Provides that the council of ad­ 
m inistration shall consist of 86 members, 
of whom 18 shall be elected and 17 nom i­ 
nated by the home government. 
Art- 6. Provides that the members of 
the council of adm inistration must ho 
Spaniards, 35 years of age, who were born 
in the island or who have resided there 
continuously for four yours. 
It specifies 
numerous officials, such aa senators, presi­ 
dents of courts and of chambers of com ­ 
merce and other bodies as eligible to elec­ 
tion to the council. 
Art. 7 to 14. Inclusive deal with nomina­ 
tions and the condition of election to 
councils. 
Art. lo. Empowers the throne or th® 
governor general to convoke, suspend or 
dissolve the chambers with an obligation 
to reassemble them w ithin three months.
